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Indian Land 
Suit May B 
Settled Soon 


Justice Department 
Agents to Be In 
Village Next Week 


Representatives from the United 
States justice department and 
from the United States Indian 
office are scheduled to arrive in 
Palm Springs next week to con­ 
fer with members of the Agua 
Caliente band of Mission tribe In­ 
dians here and with tenants on 
Indian lands in a move designed 
to settle out of court most or all 
of the 284 suits filed on Oct. 4 in 
federal court seeking to settle 
the tribal land question. 
The suits were filed by Norman 
Littell, assistant attorney general, 
in an effort to settle once and 
for all, the confused tribal land 
rental situation. 
ALL TRIBAL LANDS 
In the government’s suit, aimed 
at 18 Indians and 266 individuals 
renting Indian lands, it was con­ 
tended that all of the lands on 
the reservation belong to the 
tribe as a whole and that moneys 
collected for their use should go 
to the tribe. Littell charged that 
18 members of the tribe were col­ 
lecting the bulk of the money, 
his estimate, based on studies by 
department of justice agents, be­ 
ing $164,400, whereas the money 
paid to the tribe was but $13,000. 
The government contends the 
entire sum should go to the tribal 
fund. 
Mr. Littell addressed members 
of the tribe and read a long state­ 
ment to them on the situation on 
Sunday, Oct. 3. 
MAY NOT BE TRIED 
The suits are now pending in 
federal court but if an agreement 
satisfactory to the government is 
reached here next week, it will 
be placed off the calendar. 
William Vieth, Indian agent 
here, said today he had informa­ 
tion that the government men 
would probably be here early 
next week and that, from present 
indications, chances were bright 
that practically all of the suits 
would be settled. The representa­ 
tives of the justice department, 
four in all, will also confer with 
the 266 individuals now renting 
tribal lands, clearing up their 
status for them

Drivers’ Tests 
ill Be Given 
Here 2 Days 
Have you looked at your driv­ 
er’s license lately? 
Particularly as to the date of 
expiration—and if it has run out 
or if it is due to expire before 
March 9, 1944, draw a ring around 
the dates December 9 or 10 on 
the calendar. 
Chief of Police Lyle J. Sanard 
today said that a representative 
of the state motor vehicle de­ 
partment, division of drivers’ li­ 
censes, will be in Palm Springs 
for two days next month to issue 
and renew motor vehicle opera­ 
tor’s licenses. The license office 
will be at the city council cham­ 
bers, 482 North Palm Canyon 
Drive, on Dec. 9 from 11 a. m. to 
6 p. m. and an Dec. 10 from 8 a.m. 
to 1 p. m. 
IS EXPERIMENT 
The appearance here of the 
motor vehicle representative is 
in the nature of an experiment, 
said Chief Sanard, and if suffi­ 
cient motorists appear to make 
the trip to Palm Springs worth 
while, periodical visits will be 
made here by motor department 
agents. 
“Operators’ licenses may be re­ 
newed 90 days after expiration 
date so if your license is sched­ 
uled to run out before March 9, 
next year, you can come in now to 
have it renewed and save your­ 
self a last minute scramble to 
have it done,” said Chief Sanard. 
“There is no fee for renewal of 
California drivers’ licenses. 
MUST TAKE TESTS 
“If the license has been expved 
for a year a driver’s test is neces­ 
sary. All persons never having 
been licensed in California, or 
those whose licenses have expired 
for more than a year must take 
all tests, driving and written. They 
should provide their own car for 
the driver’s test.”

Plan Asked 


C. of C. Directors 
Want All Data 
Before Acting 


A decision to proceed cautious­ 
ly and take no action until all 
facts were available was reached 
by directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce meeting last week-end 
after hearing reports from a com­ 
mittee consisting of Harry J. 
Williams, Philip L. Boyd and 
Francis F. Crocker on the pro­ 
posed Lou Costello and Bud Ab­ 
bott Rheumatic Fever foundation. 
The committee earlier met with 
A1 Blum, attorney, and Joseph 
Glaston, 
representing Costello 
and Abbott. 
TO RIVAL WARM SPRINGS 
The project, as outlined in The 
Desert Sun last September, is 
designed to rival Warm Springs, 
Ga., in its work to bring child suf­ 
ferers back to health. A million 
dollar hospital is proposed. 
Mr. Crocker, in his report to 
the Chamber directors, said he 
was much impressed with the sin­ 
cerity of the two representatives 
who met with the committee but 
said that nothing 
had been 
brought to light on the climatic 
suitability of the Village for such 
a foundation or had there been 
an opinion rendered by compe­ 
tent medical men on the proposal. 
WOULD KNOW MORE 
Mr. Boyd said that the chamber 
should not proceed until it knew 
more about the financial end of 
the foundation. 
It was suggested that another 
meeting with Blum and Glaston 
be arranged at which representa­ 
tives of business men and the 
city council be present to hear 
the facts. 
Following further discussion by 
directors it was decided to con­ 
tact Blum and Glaston and ask 
for a further meeting when all 
facts required for action by the 
Chamber of Commerce would be 
at hand. Letters will be written 
to the Costello representatives on 
that line. 
COSTELLO IN TOWN 
Lou Costello was in Palm 
Springs Wednesday looking over 
the situation. He had to return 
to Hollywood that night because 
of his weekly broadcast last 
night and so had no time to meet 
businessmen and more represen-

Expenses of 
City Now 
Top Income 


Councilman Cutler 
Says Public Should 
Get Financial Story 


The finance committee of city 
council today had under study a 
proposal advanced by Councilman 
Frank W. Cutler that a statement 
be prepared to acquaint the pub­ 
lic with an approaching crisis in 
the financial condition of the city 
and to survey means for increas­ 
ing the revenue by the city. 
Withdrawal of valuable lands 
from the tax rolls by government 
acquisition for war purposes have 
greatly reduced the tax income 
under the $1 per $100 assessed 
valuation, long jealously main­ 
tained by the city and Mr. Cutler 
believed s e r i o u s consideration 
should be given at once to the 
matter. 
TENDENCY GROWING 
“I believe the council has long 
been impressed with the fact that 
the income of the city is now 
less than the disbursements,” Mr. 
Cutler said. “The council is also 
impressed with the fact that this 
tendency is increasing and that 
we are facing a problem which 
must be met some way. 
“I urge that steps be taken to 
acquaint the people of Palm 
Springs with this fact and would 
suggest that the acting city man­ 
ager be empowered to prepare a 
statement for the public. 
“In the meantime, a study 
should be made to find some solu­ 
tion to the problem.” 
THREE-POINT PROGRAM 
Mr. Cutler suggested *a three­ 
fold program of study. His idea 
was that a study of other cities of 
the sixth class, such as Palm 
Springs, and some larger cities, be 
made to determine how the aver­ 
age tax rate compares with the 
Village rate, that a study be made 
to determine if revenue can be 
obtained from the many pinball 
machines here and also a compar­ 
ison of existing business license 
fees assessed here and in other 
cities of like class and size be 
made. 
“An ultimate solution of the 
problem must be found and the 
public should know of the prob­ 
lem and what the council is do­ 
ing,” he said. 
TO FINANCE COMMITTEE 
Councilman E. E. Therieau sug­ 
gested that the m atter be placed 
in the hands of the council’s fi­ 
nance committee for study and it 
was referred to that body by 
Mayor F. V. Shannon. 
Councilman Therieau said that 
cities of the sixth class are limited 
by state law to a $1 per $100 val­ 
uation tax rate and that an in­ 
crease can only be made by a 
vote of the people. 
Many cities have voted bond 
issues for improvements to get 
around the $1 limitation but Mr. 
Therieau pointed out that in the 
average bond issue the cost to 
tax-payers of any project was 200 
per cent.

WORD OF PRAISE 
The football season has ended 
and soon we shall start basket­ 
ball.

It is a long, hard 
job, but they do it for themselves, 
the team, and the school. Ninety 
hours of practice is no picnic. 
Coach Glover said today, “Not 
only have the boys gained much 
experience through this season’s 
efforts, but they also have built 
themselves up physically. Many 
of our seniors will leave for the 
armed forces, and I know they 
will be in better condition—both 
mentally and physically, as a re­ 
sult of having played football.”

Roy Chapm an A ndrew s joined 
th e staff of th e A m erican M useum 
of N atural History in 1906 and he 
retired from th at institution in 
1941. His first job w as to sweep 
the floor of one of th e laborator­ 
ies, his last job w as D irector of 
th e M useum; and his life betw een 
w as devoted alm ost entirely to 
building th e M useum into 
its 
present position of w orld em in­ 
ence. 
P rior to the fam ous Asiatic ex- 
piditions, Dr. A ndrew s traveled 
all over the world, mostly collect­ 
ing scientific inform ation on the 
w hale. 
The 
anim al 
had 
been 
know n for centuries and hunted 
for generations bu t it had never 
been studied system atically, and 
his research provided the basic 
data on th e subject. 
The expeditions into unexplor­ 
ed Asia occupied in all a period of 
m ore than ten years (1916-1928).

an there w as a period during the 
F irst W orld W ar w hen the author 
w as w ith th e A m erican Intelli­ 
gence Service in China. B ut more 
than five solid years w ere spent 
in the field.
